I ha\9 always kept 
these hirdfj during their, illness, some- 
times tfjf a considerable period, in my 
apartr>setttj which is somewhat restrict- 
e^ *'ji size, being composed of only six 
^Jwas for four grown persons and four 
children. During all this period I have 
not had, a single case of sickness in my 
family, although the birds have had all 
possible kinds of maladies. I am also 
confirmed in my belief by the fact that 
I have alloweil no opportunity to pass 
of asking for information on tbe subject 
from the principal dealers in birds at 
Hamburg, Cologne, London, Liverpool, 
Antwerp, Amsterdam, Botterdam, Mar- 
seilles and Bordeaux whenever they had 
sick birds in considerable numbers. In 
no case was I informed that anyone, 
either a member of the family or an em- 
ployee, had been attacked in the house of 
one oi these merchants, and I obtained 
the same information from the directors 
of the great zoological gardens at Paris 
and London. No contagion—and I can- 
not insist "too strongly .on this point— 
could ever be established." 


These, however, are all negative facts 


and would fail to. stand against even 
one authenticated ease of the transmis- 
sion of disease to or from pet birds. 
Such cases, it is believed, have been 
proved to exist by .Dr. Labonlbene, who 
communicates an account of his investi- 
gations to the bulletin of tbe Acclima- 
tion society. 
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FISH WITH WINGS. 


Th««e Scaly nier» Are Plentiful In Tropic 


JTeep Waters. 


The flying fish loves deep water and 


is found throughout the length and 
breadth of tropical seas. He is fond of 
feeding near the gull weed of the Sar- 
gasso and deposits his stringy, glutinous 
spawn on its yellow tranches. Vessels 
botinS from Sew York to the Garibbee 
islands, upon reaching the "horse lati- 
tndes," sometimes enccwiter vast qnan- 
tites ot drifting weed, strung out into 
long ribbonlike patches about an eighth 
of a mile apart. Among the golden 
weed, with its delicate leaves and glob- 
ular seeds, exists a curious family of 
cuttlefish, crabs, raollnsks and: small 
fishes. Upon these the flying nsh preys, 
and they in turn devour its spawn. 
Every plunge of thet steamer as she 
plows through the blue tropical waters 
frightens dozens of flying fish into the 
air, wh«e they scatter in all directions, 
with the sunlight glistening on their 
gauzy wings. 


The flying fish of the Atlantic attains 


a length of nearly one foot and a breadth 
beirwefin wvog tips ef 11 iaehos. 2s 
has around, compact.body, about about 
one inch in diameter near the pectoral 
fins or wings. There is also an auxil- 
iary pair of ventral fins or wings, not 
nearly so large as the pectoral pair.o 
The wings are formed by a thin, trans- 
parent membrane stretched over a deli- 
cate bony framework and are either, 
black, white or mottled with both. 
The upper half of the entire fish is a 
metallic blue in color, while the lower 
portion ia a nacreous white. Black, 
prominent eyes; a small, prehensile 
mouth; forked tail, dorsal and anal fine, 
complete the picture of one of the most 
interesting little fishes in all nature's 
vast aquarium.

diers in a sease judged well. Charles' 
asceticism no doubt gave him a pow- 
er over and an insight into men not 
given to those whose noses were al- 
ways in the trough of oodily pleas- 
ure. He would not have been the 
magnetic creature he was, the pos- 
sessor of the true demonic power, 
unless he had so entirely sulxlued 
tho longings of the flesh. The vic- 
tory over the senses which he won 
early in-life gave him access to that 
hill where the air is always clear 
and unclouded, and whence, raised 
above the throng, one may perceive 
the scope and order of the conflict 
of life. We doubt indeed whether 
many really great men—we do not, 
mean to include the second rate men 
who hare by accident done great 
things—in tho world of statesmen 
and rulers could be named who have 
been without a certain touch of as- 
ceticism, or at any rate without a 
comprehension of the ascetic stand- 
point 
Napoleon is perhaps the 


greatest exception, for Alexander, 
though lie sometimes drank, seemed 
to Ms countrymen an ascetic. 


Be that as it may, the ground on 


which maiikind pay deference to 
ascetism is clear enough. The ascetic 
is prima facie a man who has won a 
victory over powers -which ordinary 
people feel to be so strong and so 
difficult to subdue. Most men, when 
they think of the matter at all, real- 
ize, that in the body and its desires 
they have a most formidable enemy 
intrenched, if not within, at any rate 
at the very gates of the soul. They 
see by countless examples around 
them that if the foe is not kept un- 
der and is allowed to get full con- 
trol he will ruin and destroy what 
Bunyan called "the town of~Mnu's 
Soul." Most men no doubt Arrive 
at a more or less reasonable under- 
standing with the powers of the 
flesh and conclude a treaty with 
them which they trust and believe 
will be loyallj- observed on both 
sides. TheVtrongsrnatures are quite 
satisfied with this arrangement, 
feel secure in their treaty and re 
gard it as practically as good as i» 
victory. It is better indeed, tlicy 
say, and say .truly, to have the foe 
at liberty on an honorable parole 
and not oppressed or treated with 
suspicion or put under lock and 
key. But, though the stronger .na- 
tures may like to see the powers 
of _ the flesh at large, yet under 
strict control, and may Lave no 
yearning for a private dungeon, it 
is not -always so with tho weaker.— 
London Spectator.

3 o'clock in tho morning.

tween hansom cab drivers and the four 
wheel men as the public seem to innig- 
ine. Not infrequently drivers change 
and change about. Thus a four wheeler 
who feels that tho moving of heavy 
boxes is past his strength will take a 
hansom, or, again, the hansom cabby 
who finds that his exposed position 
brings on rheumatism and kindred ills 
will change in favor of the more jog trot 
vehicle. There is scarcely a well known 
cab driver in London but has his own 
special appellation, generally given to 
him in view of some physical or mental 
peculiarity. Some idea of the literary 
attainments and wide knowledge of 
cabby can be given by tho fact that 
among the nicknames inav be found 
"Trilby," "Lord Bandolph Churchill." 
"Flop the Beadle," "Ulster Jack," 
"Sweet Apple Joe," "Busy Bee,' 
"Garibaldi," "Nicodemus." and "Four 
in-hand." Not infrequently the men ar 
known to one another only by thoi 
pseudonyms.—London Sketch.

the iustrurtioiis given him. He was :i 
good administrative oflicer, though of- 
teii given to severe and unusual meth- 
ods in enforcing discipline and in deal- 
ing with tho dissatisfied oleuient of tho 
population living within his depart- 
ment, yet ho did not possess the ele- 
ments necessary to wake au efficient of- 
ficer iu the field.

ollows: 


'At the solicitation of tbe late 


Bishop Seghers, Bev. Adelhelm Oder- 
matt, O. S. B., traveled extensively 
hroughout the arch-diocese of Ore- 
gon to select a site for a Benedictine 
monastery. After examining various 
points in this state, the preference 
»as finally awarded to tho famous 
Willamette valley, in Marlon county, 
and upon the brow of a lovely hill it 
was decided to locate the prospective 
priory called Mount Angel, in honor 
of tbe Swiss mother house. 


"Tbe first priory was established 


at the Ohurch of Gervls, where was 
ocated a parish of Irish, French and 
German Catholics. On May lltb, 
1SS4, Father Odermatt 
laid 
the 


foundation of tbe new St. Benedict's 
priory, and by July I4tb the building 
was ready for habitation. In the 
course of time a college, two semi- 
naries, e petit seminary, and a grand 
seminary for the arch-diocese of Ore 
;on. arose upon the hill. 


"Eight years had passed. 
The 


schools were in a nourishing condi- 
tion, when, on the 3rd of May, '92, a 
disastrous fire wrapped the monas 
%ry, church, two seminaries, carpen- 
ter shops, flour mills and engine 
louse in flames, and within two hours 
what had required eleven years to 
complete, lay a smouldering heap 
of ashes. All was consumed except a 
heavy debt. Their condition was de- 
slorable. 
No means of procuring 


food for two hundred mouths; nc 
3lace save tbe stables, sheds and 
small out buildings for sleeping apart 
ments, and here, after almost six 
years, the community lives to-day. 
Father Odermatt resigned his office 
as superior, and traveled throughout 
the east soliciting aid, but owing to 
(he stringency of finances, sufficient 
lelp was not received to build even 
one win? of a new monastery. Thus 
upon the once thriving bill of Mount 
Angel lies a ruin, and her patlenl 
sons strive and toll to rear, her 
crushed and fallen greatness."

St. Bose church to morrow, and the 
collection will be for the benefit o 
his mission.

•lent to the seeds of1 higher plants. But 
raising nroshroojns from spores or seed 
ns nature's business. In artificial culti- 
vation they are, never grown in tnis 
way, but instead are propagated from 
pieces of living spawn: As the nnder- 
groniid stems of the blackberry and 
raspberry are cut into pieces and these 
planted to raise young plants, or as the 
farmer chops up Bermuda grass' "roots" 


I and sows them to raise sod, so if a lump 
: of spawn is broken into several pieces 


and these pieces planted, each will, un- 
der favorable conditions, start into new 
life, spread, and eventually produce 
mushrooms. 


Only two kino's of spawn are in gen- 


eral use by our mushroom growers— 
namely, English briok and French flake, 
both of which are imported. One of our 
largest market growers, however, uses 
natural spawn, but as yet theie is no 
good homemade marketable spawn. The 
English brick spawn is put up in bricks 
of dry dust manure. The bricks measure 
about 8% by 5% by 1-jj inches and 
weigh 1 pound 4J4 ounces. The manure 
in, the brick has no virtue of itself, but is 
simply the medium for the white spawn, 
hence the more spawn in the brick tho 
more potent it is. The bricks are not 
planted whole, but eacn one is first 
brokenjinto about 13 or 15 pieces. The 
FrencbTflafce spawn is imported in flakes 
of dry, strawy horse manure, either 
loose in bulk or more commonly m three 
pound boxes. As a rule, the flakes show 
more spawn thau is seen in the bricks. 
The flakes are broken into pieces about 
two or • three inches square and are 
planted in the same way as the lumps 
of brick spawn. Many growers have 
from time to time tried to make their 
own spawn, but at no time has an 
article been made which for appearance 
and evenness has been equal to the im- 
ported bricks.

H* Uinght niauy pictuna ia 
England, which afterward found place 
in the galle»it-i of Chantilly, but nearly 
all are works of French or Italian art- 
ists.

sow for hay, Kaffir com or sorghum?" 
Here is the reply 


Kaffir corn has been raised to a great- 


er extent for grain than for hay. The 
fodder is excellent and does not deteri- 
orate before the grain has matured. Re- 
ports of fanners have not often referred 
to the production of Kaffir com for hay, 
and yet we sec no reason to suspect that 
it is not capable of producing excellent 
hay under suitable treatment for that 
purpose. 


Sorghum has, however, been sown 


thick and ino—= for hay for many yei*w 
and has given universal satisfaction foi 
this purpose. The smaller varieties- 
Early Amber, Folger's Early, etc., are 
preferred. By sow<ng early and cutting 
before the seeds mature they easily 
make two crops in a season from one 
sowing,

About Microbes. 
* 


The history of science shows that, 


however simple a newly discovered fact 
or law appears at first, olosfir study 
proves it complex and intricate. T-his 
holds true in the germ theory of dis- 
ease. Jt seems such an easy explanation 
"Each disease is due to a specific mi- 
crobe. Eliminate the microbe, cure the 
disease."' But exceptions keep obtrud- 
ing, themselves. Often the microbe is 
found, but not the dibease; hence bac- 
teriologists have come to recognize that 
not the presence of the germ, but some 
virulent condition of it, causes the mal- 
ady. It is said that the current of 
thought was first turned in this direc- 
tion by the discovery by Kcux and Yer- 
ciu of diphtheria bacillus in a large 
number of normal 'throats and in local- 
ities where the disease had not been 
epidemic for years. Leaders seem to be 
deciding that it is a family of bacilli 
one has to deal with in diagnosing and 
treating certain disease. Some members 
of the family are especially pathogenic 
and some are not. "The last maybe- 
come virulent under conditions not well 
understood, but the main one seems to 
be the passage of tne bacillus through 
one or more individuals whose lowered 
resistive vitality oiakei them subject to 
the originally attenuated virulence of 
the bacilli." Dr. Koux of antitoxin 
fame believes these changes m virulence 
of microbes are the rule rather than the 
exception. 
Metzchnikoff found

"I havo ftat«-d more Jhanouce," fays 


Jfrofeseor Thoruld Rogers iu his great 
work, "Six 
Ceutnriw of Work and 


Wages," ''that the fifteenth century 
sud the first quarter of the sixteenth 
were the golden age of the English la- 
borer, if w<i are to interpret thr wagt-s 
which he earned by the rest of the nec- 
essaries of life. At no time were wages, 
relatively speaking, so high and at no 
time was food so cheap. Attempts were 
constantly made to reduce these wages 
by acts of parliament, the legislature 
frequently insisting thai the statute of 
laborers should be kept. But these ef- 
fort* were fntlie, the rate keeps stead- 
ilv high, and finally becomes eustoni- 
£ry SSu was recognized by parliament." 


The history of this period is mighty 


instructive and contains lessons which 
might be studied with a great deal of 
profit by workiugracu of the present 
day. The working day was one of eight 
hours. Rogers gays emphatically, "The 
artisan who is demanding at this time 
an eight hour day in the building trades 
is simply striving to recover what his 
ancestor worked by four or five cen- 
turies ago." This eight hour day was 
not a matter of law; it was an economic 
fact which was stronger than law. The 
law tried to establish a working day 
much longer than that, and Karl Marx 
makes mention cf the fact that while 
the object of modern legislation is to 
compulsorily shorten the working day 
the statutes of these early times strove 
to lengthen it by compulsion. 


Beginning with the statute of labor- 


ers in 1348, tho English parliament for 
a continuous period of 150 years follow- 
ing that dato vainly strove to regulate 
tbo wages and hours of labor of work- 
ingmeu in the interegts of employers. 
The statute of laborers very minutely 
regulated the prices of the different 
kinds of labor and decreed imprison- 
ment for those who refused to work for 
the prices established by law. Laborers 
who quit, their employment before the 
time set in their agreements were liable 
to tho penalty of imprisonment in the 
stocks. Employers who paid more than 
lawful wages were liable to treble dam- 
ages." Any excess of wages taken or 
paid was to be seized for the use of the 
king. This statute was frequently 
•trerigtbened by supplemental acts cal- 
culated to make it harder of evasion, 
and th'e penalties for its infraction in- 
creased in severity in direct ratio with 
the difficulty of enforcing the law. 


In 1360 it was enacted that workers 


who absented themselves from their 
work or quit their place of abode shonld 
be imprisoned for J 5 days and branded 
on the forehead with an iron in the 
form of a letter F. Iu cases where the 
laborers Jied into the towns the magis- 
trates were directed to deliver them up, 
and if they failed to do this they were 
subject to a penalty of ±15, £10 of 
which went to the king and £5 to the 
master by whom tho fugitive was 
claimed. In 1303, so as to facilitate the 
capture of laborers who had disobeyed 
the law forbidding them to migrate 
from place to place, the dress ot labor- 
er.-, both as to cut and quality of cloth, 
was strictly regulated and dire penal- 
ties were provided for breaking the 
law. 
Justices of the peace everywhere 


were charged with tho enforcement of 
the lisw. They weie given discretionary 
power to fix tbo price of labor by proc- 
lamation, and very severe penalties wuro 
provided for this punishment of both 
masters and workmen who exceeded the 
established rates. Notwithstanding all 
this lawmakiiig, instigated by employ- 
ers of labor ami solely in their inter- 
ests, and all calculated to keep wages 
down, the general tendency of wages 
all through the latter half of the four- 
teenth century and the whole of the fif- 
teenth was continually upward, and 
this wis iu spite of the fact that prices 
were in the main constantly decreasing. 


Socially and politically there is noth- 


ing in the condition of the laborer of 
that period to account for this important 
economic movement in his favor. He 
had no political power whatever. The 
idea that he should have n voice in the 
government of his country wcnld have 
been treated aa the fantastic raving of a 
lunatic. So far as social standing was 
concerned, he was exactly on a par with 
the beasts of tho field. His master 
looked upon him as a veritable chattel, 
the same as ho considered his horses and 
cows. How, then, can the economic ad- 
vantages of tho laborer be explained? 
The explanation may be found in tbo 
feudal system of hind tenure, under 
which there was no such thing as abso- 
lute ownership of land, and tho exist- 
ence also of vast stretches of common 
laud, to tho use of which the humblest 
laborer in England had the same right 
as his master. 
Says Bli^: "Every 


s:an even the poorest, had a little 
land for use, yud so long as ho paid duo 
tax in tho way of feudal service ho had 
for that usn of laud an actual fixity of 
tenure. The. land was in effect nation- 
alised, owned by the king ;is tho repre- 
sentative of the: nation and yel allotted 
and subdivided with mom or le;-s ap- 
proximation to justice- among all the 
people. It couipi'lIi'dhiKh wagis. NVhen 
t.ko laboring man could not obtain 
wages ho thought sufficient, he could 
suiiply live upon Ins little allotment

some knowledge of these f undamemal 
economic facts against thts operation of 
which mere utatut« law is powerless.

THE WORKERS' SHARE. 


gome Figure* Which Tell Why the Clotli- 


ing Wnrk«ro Went <m Strike. 


One of the men prominent in the 


strike in New York, discussing the con- 
ditions of the garment workers, said: 


"The pressers succumb first. Their 


working life lasts on an, average only 
15 years, and they are the strongest 
men. They handle heavy irons all the 
time, however, in an annospheae which 
no one but aii east sider could breathe 
for half an hour without becoming 
faint First rheumatism sets in, then a 
general running down of the system 
follows, and finally consumption saps 
the man's life away. Operators and 
men at other branches have not such 
exacting toil." 


He further said that as matters are at 


present, unless wages and conditions 
improve, the only hope of the tailors 
was the introduction of machinery. It 
has already been introduced in a num- 
ber of large factories. 


The manufacturers supply the mate- 


rial ready cue to the contractors, who 
then get the tailors to work as cheaply 
as possible. Ko one has ever been able 
to find out how much profit tho con- 
tractor has, and how much the manu- 
facturer gets before the suit or clothes 
is in the hands of the retailers. To 
judge from the cost of making the 
clothing, the profits must be enormous. 
The following table, compiled from fig- 
ures furnished by some of the strike 
leaders, shows the prices paid to the 
tailors by the contractors for making a 
suit of clothes. 


It will bo seen that at least six work- 


ers receive collectively 95 cents for mak- 
ing a suit of clothes. The same number 
divide 60 cents for making an overcoat.
